| LODZ (Russian Poland) May 30.—The 
strike here is extending. About 35,000 
workmen are now out. A police ser- 
geant was shot and killed in the streets 
curing the night and the manufactur- 
ers are urgently appealing for govern- 
ment protection. 

Six hundred workmen attempted to 
storm the Red Cross Hospital, belev- 
ing that one of their comrades Wound- 
erd in today's rioting was lying there 
dead. Cossacks were sunimoned and 
fired on the workmen, wounding five 
of them seriously and several slightly. 

Two thousand troops have arrive!

Latest Reports from Togo Show That Every Russian 
Battleship Was Either Sunk or ti 


Cruiser and One Destroyer Reach Vladivostok. 


War Must Go on to the “Bitter 
End,” Says Count 
Cassini. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
SSOCIATED PRESS HEADQUARTERS, NEW YORK, 
May 31.—According to the latest reports from Vice-Admiral 
‘Togo to his government, the loss to the Russians in ships sunk 
or captured now numbers 22, while full particulars are not yet in. 
The admiral says that none of his big fighting ships was seriously 
damaged. 

Interesting news comes from Vladivostok, sent direct by the 
correspondent of the Associated Press, who reports the arrival 
there of the protected cruiser Almaz and the torpedo-boat destroyer 
Grozny. The officers of the Almaz say that they witnessed the sink- 
ing of two Japanese battleships and that two Japanese cruisers were 
listing badly and seemed about to sink, when the fog obscured their 
view of the battle. 

There seems to be confusion as to the fate of Vice-Admiral 
Rojestvensky. It is said that he arrived at Vladivostok on the tor- 
pedo-boat Buiny, badly wounded, and that his wife has received a 
telegram from him, while Admiral Togo’s report received from To-

WASHI IGTON, May 30—The official Japanese report on

made in a cablegram received tonight by the Japanese Legation 
from the Foreign Office at Tokio, ee, Admiral Togo's dis- 
patches up to this afternoon. 

The report says that Admiral Rojestvensky and another ad- 
miral and staff officers were taken prisoners on the sinking of Ro- 
jestvensky's flagship, the Kniaz Suvaroff, Saturday night, south of 
Urleung Island, off the Korean coast. 

The total number of vessels lost to the Russians, according to 
Admiral Togo, now reaches twenty-two and he adds that, although 
full particulars are not yet in, none of the Japanese ships was seri- 
ously injured, and that the loss to the first division of the Japanese 
fleet was over four hundred. | 

The report says that the armored cruiser Dmitri Donskoi ran 
aground on Urleung Island; that the battleships Osliabia and Na- 
varin were ‘sunk; that the battleship Sissoi Veliky went to the bot- 
tom Sunday morning; that the coast-defense ship Admiral Oushak- 
off was sunk after a vigorous pursuit, her crew being rescued, and 
gives other details as to vessels sunk or disabled. 

Japanese Admiral Misu was slightly wounded. 

The protected cruiser Almaz, which has already arrived at 
Vladivostok. is referred to in the report as “suspected to have sunk.” 


TEXT OF TOGO’S DISPATCHES. 
The cablegram is as follows: 

Fifth report from Togo, received afternoon May zo: The main 
force of our combined fleet, upon accepting surrender of the re- 
maining Russian main force, near Liancourt Rocks, in the after- 
noon of May 28, as already reported, stopped pursuit and while en- 
gaged in the disposition of surrendered ships found in a southwest- 
ern direction the Admiral Oushakoff, a coast-defense ship. There- 
upon, Iwate and Yakumo were immediately dispatched in pursuit 
and invited her to surrender, but she refused and was sunk at 6 
p.m. Her crew, of over three hundred men, was rescued.

TOGO'S BIG 
RETURNING TO SASEBO, 


OKIO, May 31, 9 am.—[Exclu- 

sive Dispatch.] The great naval 

fight is at arf end. The battle- 
ships are returning to Sasebo. Five 
of the torpedo-boat flotilla are at Kure. 
The three cruiser squadrons are on 
their way into port, probably making 
Nagasaki, and wireless telegrams tel 
of a most sweeping success on the sea. 
Tokio, in the height of its rejoicing 
last night, was startled to learn, in an 
official dispatch from Admiral Togo, 
that every one of the Russian battle- 
ships uad been sunk, except the two 


reported capture last Sunday, north- 


east of Tsushima Straits. This tremen- 
dous success was unlooked for, even 
by the Imperial Navy Board. 

What was most pleasing was the an- 
nouncement by Togo, in h sifinal report 
of the battle, that the loss in his ar- 
mored division numbered only 400 in 
dead and wounded. Rear-Admiral Ka- 
taoka, reporting for the torpedo-boat 
destroyers, puts his losses at 200 and 
the joyful announcement comes that 
no ships of the line were seriously 
damaged in the great conflict. 

ONLY TWO ESCAPED. 
The oniy warships known to have 
escaped are the second-class protected 
cruisers Almaz and Izumrud, which 
were badly damaged in the last of the 
sea fight Sunday evening. They were 
pursued, but escaped in a heavy mist. 
In the opinion of Admiral Yamamoto,

the President proceeded between cheer- 
ing lines of people to the Plaza where 
the great bronze statue of Gen. Slocum 
by McMonnies was to be unveiled. Two 
Great stands facing the statue were 
filled with people. The arrival of the 
Presidential party was signaled by the 
firing of a salute of twenty-one guns. 
Mayor McClellan greeted the President 
cordially and the multitude gave him 
ar ovation. 

The crowds burst into cheers as Gen. 
Daniel E. Sickles, who fought with Gen. 
Slocum, walked on crutches toward the 
unveiling platform. The general had to 
be lifted almost bodily up the steps. 

The statue of Gen. Slocum was un- 
Vetied by Gertrude Slocum, the 17- 
year-old granddaughter of Gen. Slocum. 

In accepting the statue, Mayor Me- 
Clellan made reference to the Presi- 
dent's own service as soldier, and 
said that it was fitting* t the Chief 
Magistrate of the country himself a 
gallant soldier, should be present at 
the unveiling of a statue to one of the 
nation's greatest heroes.’ 

The crowd arose and stood bare- 
headed, while the band played ‘The 
Star Sp led Banner,” after which the 
Mayor had concluded bis speech. As

poke for about thirty minutes. . 

After the address Bishop McDonald 
delivered the benediction, and the 
President and party walked across the 
street to the reviewing stand. There 
the President, the Mayor and officials 
reviewed the Grand Army parade, and 
then the President made a hurred 
Gash to the naval Y.M.C.A. A rapid 
inspection of the building, the gift of 
Mise Helen Gould, was made, and then 
the President delivered a twenty-min- 
ute address. 

THE PRESIDENT'S SPEECH. 

President Roosevelt spoke as fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Mayor, Mr. Commissiener, and 
you, my fellow-citizens, and above 
all, you who took part in the great war 
in which the man whose statue is 
raised today won for himself and his 
country renown and honor: [(Ap- 
pla use.] 

“Day before yesterday I. listened to 
a sermon in which the preacher, 
dwelling upon the exercises to be held 
throughout the Union today, preached 
on the text which commemorates the 
Altar raised by command of Moses to 
commemorate the victory gained by 
the children of Israel over the wild 
tribes of the desert, who sought to bar 
their march toward the promi land, 
wherein Amelik came out of Israel, 
fought all day while Aaron and Hur 
upheld the hands of Moses until, as 
night fell, the sun went down on the 
> Israelites and they raised an altar 
to Jehovah, who stood as the exponent 
of the principle for which Israel 
Warred; they raised it to the princi- 
= of righteousness, which alone can 

stify any war or any struggle [ap- 
laue. And, Mr. Mayor, that is the 
thought that you developed in the 
excelient address to which we have 
Just listened, that we today commem- 
rate the great victory, the triumph 
of the cause of union and liberty: not 

rimarily because it was a _ victory, 
ut because it Was a victory for right- 
eousness and the peace and liberty 
and the eternal spiritual welfare of 
mankind. (Applause) 

“IT see before me men here who won 
high honors serving as comrades-in- 
arms of Gen. Slocum, and I know that 
there exists in the Union no men who 
will appreciate more the fact that 
now, forty years after the war. the 
crowning triumph of what they did is 
to be found in the fact that we have 
a genuinely reunited country, a coun- 
. try in which the men who wore the 
blue atretches out the hand of loyal 
friendship to his erstwhile foe, his 
now devoted friend and fellow-coun- 
tryman. the man who wore the gray. 
(Applause.) 

“A short while ago I passed through 
the great Stete of Texas. Wherever I 
Stopped in that great State I was 
greeted by representatives of the Grand 
Army marching side by side with or in- 
termingied with men clad in the gray 
uniform that showed that they had 
fought in the armies of the Confeder- 
acy, men who had tested one another! 
worth on the stricken field: men who 
knew each that the other had been 
ready when the hour of supreme appeal 
came to knew his worth by his en- 
den vors, and men who now eve to 
their children and their childrn'’s chil- 
drn as a heritage of honor forever the 
memory of the great deeds done alike 
by those who fought under Grant and 
Dy those who fought under Lee, for 
we, because of the very fact that the 
Tnion triumphed, now have the right 
to feel alike in the valor and devotion 
of those who valiantly fought against 
the stars in their courses and those who 
finally saw their efforts, their suffer- 
ings crowned by triumph. [Applause.] 

“Think of it. my fellow-countrymen. 
Think of what a thrice-blessed fortune

{applause] and my fellow-citizens, I 
am sure we ali realize the peculiar ap- 
propriateness of having the statue of 
Gen. Slocum received in behalf of the 
city of New York by its Chief Magis- 
trate, whose father was Gen. Slocum's 
iilustrious colleague. [Applause.] 

“Surely there is need for me to say 
but little In emphasis of what has been 
sei forth before I began to speak as to 
the prime significance of Gen. Slocum's 
career. He was a great soldier, a 
most gallant and able commander. 

nee the war was over, he turned as 
whole-heartediy to the pursuits of 
peace as he had during the war turned 
to the strife of arms. He was one of 
those men on whose career we can 
dwell in its entirety. We don't have 
to dwell with emphasis on part of it 
because we do not care to speak of an- 
other part. We are able to point to 
Gen. Slocum as that type of what a 
decent American citizen should be, as 
au man Who wis an example in his fam- 
ily life, an example in his business re- 
lations, honest and upright public serv- 
ant no less than a fearless and able 
soldier. 
Now I want all you people to remem- 
be: that two sides of the lesson 18 
taught by Gen. Slocum’s life. A suc- 
cessful war for unrighteousness is the 
most dreadful of all things; it is the 
thing that sets back more than aught 
else the course of civilization. But no 
people worth preserving ever existed, 
nor will exist, that was not able to 
fight if the need arose, [applause] and 
so with the individual. .The man who 
possesses great ability and great cour- 
age unaccompanied by the moral sense, 
a courage and ability unguided by the 
stern purpose to do what. is just and 
wpright, that man gs rendered by the 
fact of having the courage and the 
ability only so much the greater menace 
to the community in which he unfortu- 
nately dwells. (Loud applause. ] We 
cannot afford as a people ever to forget 
for one moment that ability, farsight- 
edness, iron resolution, preserverance, 
willingness to do and dare, are qual- 
ities to be admired only if they are 
put at the service of the right, at the 
service of decency and justice. [Ap- 
pla use.] The man who possesses those 
qualities and does not shape his course 
by a fundamental. and unwavering 
moral principle is a menece to each 


“That is one side. The other side is 
that no amount of good intention, n 
amount of sweetness in life, no amount 
of appreciation of decency avai's in 
the least in the rough work of the 
world as we find it, unless back of the 
honesty of pupose, back of the decency 
of life and thought, lies the power that 
makes aman a man.

I is true of the individual and 
i is true of the nation, It is 
the last degree desirable.

“We owe an abligation to ourselves, 
we owe those obligations to ell man- 
kind. More and more as we increxse 
in strength, I hope to gee a correapond- 
ing increase in the sober sense of re- 
sponsibility which shall prevent us 
either injuring or insulting any other 
people. You may notice that I said ‘In- 
sulting as well as injuring. If there 
is one quality sometimes shown among 
us which is not commendable, it isa 
habit of speaking loosely about foreign 
powers, foreign races. You do not 
need, any of you, to be told that in 
private life you resent an insult quite 
as much as an injury, and our public 
writers need to steadily keep before 
their minds the thought that no possi- 
ble good can come to us by speaking 
offensively of anyone else.

The surest way fora nationto invite 
disaster is to be opulent, aggressive 
and unarmed. [Laughter and ap- 
jause.] Now we are opulent, and 1

we shail never be aggressive, unless 
that aggression is not merely justified 
but demanded. [Applause.] Demanded 
either by our own. self-respect, or 
by the interests of mankind, and final- 
ly, remember that to be aggressive, 
above all, to be aggressive in # h 
and be armed invite not merely disas- 
ter, but the contempt of mankind [Ap- 
plause.] Brooklyn not only furnished 
valiant soldiers to the Civil War, 
but it furnished in times of peace a 
most «xcellent Secretary of the Navy 
to the United States, (Pointing to Gen.

If our navy, is good enough, we have 
a long career of peace before us [ap- 
plause]! and the only likelihood of 
trouble ever coming to us as a nation 
will arise if we let our navy become too 
mall or inefficient.

of character, the qualities which made 
you to put material gains, material well 
being, not merely below, but insignifi- 
cant as compared to things that were 
greater when the crisis called for show- 
ing your manhood. You went to the 
war leaving those behind who could 
make more money, who could rise in 
the world, but carrying with you in 
your hearts the honor and the future 
of a mighty nation. You had in the 
first place, the right spirit, and then 
you had the quality of making that 
spirit evident in the time of need. If 
you had not had patriotism, devotion 
to the country and the flag, you could 
have done nothing. You could not 
have done much more if your patriot- 
ism and your devotion to the flag had 
not been backed up by a willingness to 
“stay put“ in battle. [Applause.] 

You showed in times that tried men's 
souls that which this country has the 
right to expect from its sons. You had 
the supreme good fortune in testing 
your manhood in one of the two great 
crises of the nation's history, the great 
crisis in which the nation was born in 
the days of 1776, and the no less great 
crisis in which the nation was saved by 
the men of 1861. [Applause.] You have 
left us not merely a reunited country, 
but you have left us the glorious heri- 
tage of the memory of the exploits, of 
the qualities by which the country was 
left reunited. Our days have fallen, for 
us good fortune, in times of peace. We 
have not had to show the qualities that 
you showed in the dark years ‘that 
closed in the sunburst of Appomattox, 
but if we are to leave undimmed to our 
children the heritage that you left to us 
we must show in peace, and should the 
need ever arise, in war also, the quali- 
tles that make it now the pleasantest 
of all tasks for a public servant who 
appreciates the greatness of America: 
to come on an occasion like this and see 
the people ef a great city dedicate a 

nument in honor of a great citizen, 
who, at every point of his career - 
lustrated what the name American 
should be when it is used in the sense 
of its highest, its deepest and its best 
significance.

Later the King exchanged visits with 
President Loubet. Tonight M. Loubet

CHICAGO, May %.—The Daily News 
today says: “Conservative members 
d the executive board of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters want 
to submit the proposition of calling off 
the strike to a referendum vote of the 
teamsters throughout the country. Ac- 
cording to information which leaked 
dut today, this move is being blocked 
by President Shea. Shea is being sup- 
ported by two members of the board.” 
Memorial Day calm and peace af- 
fected the teamsters strike today, in- 
suring both sides temporary relief from 
distressing conditions. Big mercantile 
houses remained closed, and the non- 
union strike-breakers jn the employ of 
the Employers’ Teaming Company, as 
well as the men directly engaged by 
the Chicago Employers’ Association, 
obtained their first holiday since the 
strike began, fifty-four days ago. 

Nevertheless, it was the firm con- 
viction of employer and employé today 
that tomorrow would mark the active 
resumption of hostilities—that a strike 
settlement Was remote, and, according 
to the employers, could be brought 
about only by the unconditional sur- 
render of the teamsters. Attorney 
Mayer of the Employers’ Association, 
after many important conferences in 
New York, declares that the express 
companies are irrevocably bound to a 
declaration of positive refusal to re- 
engage a striker. 

PARTING OF THE WAYS.

It is not likely that any of the men 
are dead, unless they were caught and 
crushed. to death by the falling earth, 
for the air pipes running into the tun- 
nel have been working almost with- 
out interruption since the accident 
happened at 10 o'clock this morning. 
By order of resident Engineer McCon- 
nell, all work on the tunnel has been 
suspended and the entire force of men 


and machinery have been brought to 
the scene of the cave-in to aid in res- 
cuing the entombed men.

A shaft ts being sunk directly over 
the spot where the men are buried, 
and machinery is in place to remove 
the 4irt and rock as fast as it can be 
dug or blown out. The shaft must 
penetrate sixty-five- feet before the 
tunnel can be reached, and it is not 
thought the distance can be covered 
short of tomorrow noon. The cave-in 
occurred beneath the bed of Cedar 
Creek, and was primarily due to the 
softened earth caused by seepage from 
the creek. 

Resident Engineer McConnell an- 
nounced tonight that unless the im- 
prisoned men were reached by the 
rescuers tonight, no more information 
would be given out until morning.

THE CONSTELLATIONS—TENTH SATELLITE OF SATURN—MARS 
RAPIDLY DRAWING AWAY FROM THE EARTH. : 


By Prof. Eric Doolittle, Astronomer University of Pennsylvania. 


NW THE carly evenings of June there 
| is but a single planet visible in the 
entire heavens. Venus, Uranus and 
Mercury have long since sunk from 
view in the west and Neptune with the 
last vestige of the brilliant winter con- 
stelilations has, during the last few 
days of May, siowly followed them. 
There remains onty the bright, reddish 
janet Mars, which for months has 
n climbing up a little higher in the 
sky each night, until now it shines out 
go brightly in the southeastern sky 
that it cannot fail to arrest the atten- 
tion, even of the most casual observer.

THE CLUSTER IN HERCULES. 

Just above the Scorpion may be 
traced out the large giant group known 
as Ophinchus, or the Serpent-holder.

At the point marked M of this 
constellation is a star cluster so bright 
that it is even visible to the unaided 
eye. There are here thousands of stars 
packed closely together and connected 
with one another by streams of nebu- 
lous matter. How far this immense 
aggregation is away from us we have 
ne means of knowing, nor do we know 
its size. An estimate has been made 
that the distance through the cluater 
is 558 thousand million miles. This is

CHANGE OF THE POLE STAR. 

The star Vega, just seat of Hercules, 
ie of interest, not only because of its 
wonderful brilliance, but also because 
in the course of some 12,000 years ‘t 
will become the Pole Star. The inhab- 
itants of the earth at that far distant 
time will have no need to locate their 
Polaris by pointers as we do now;

THE PLANET MARS, 


The position of Mars is shown on fig- 
ure 1. Though now well up in the sky 
in the early evening, it is rapidly draw- 
ing away from the earth.

T. PETERSBURG, May 31, 4:26 a. 
m.—The Russian admiralty is lit- 
erally stupefied at the extent of the 
disaster suffered by Vice-Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky's fleet, and its own advices 


the cruiser Almaz and the torpedo- 
boat destroyer Grozny—and the absence 
vf news about the cruisers Oleg and 
Aurora, which are the only fighting 
ships of any value not enumerated in 
the Japanese lists of destroyed or cap- 
tured, and which up to 4:30 o'clock yes- 
terday had not reached Viadivostok, 
renders almost idle any hope that they 
were able to shake off the pursuing 
Japanese cruisers and reach the Shelter 
fortress at Golden Horn. 

Russia has agreed to discard and in- 
tern the big fleet of colliers and trans- 
ports sent to the Chinese coast when 
Rojestvensky determined to try and 
force the Straits of Korea. 

Tokio’s account of the arrival of cap- 
tured warships at Japanese ports was 
more humiliating to the Russian naval 
authorities than the news of the de- 
feat. 

The question of inaugurating peace 
negotiations is not likely to be opened 
until full reports of the Russian disas- 
ter have been received.

IN BABYLONIAN DAYS. 

Among the Babylonians it was oblig- 
atory for fathers of families to carry 
sticks, manv of which were elaborately 
carved with peculiar emblems in ac- 
cordance with their various social po- 
sitions. In certain forms it was the 
distinctive mark of their principal dig- 
nitaries. Among the Romans the stick 
Was conspicuous in ali religious cere- 
monies, and in the hands of the lictors, 
as well as of the centurions, it repre- 
sented chastisement as well as justice. 
The liétors, armed with sticks, always 
preceded senators in the streets and 
public places, clearing the way for 
their august partrons by such a lavish 
use of their staves that today’s child- 
ish expression of “getting a good lick- 
ing at the hands of parent or peda- 
goguge may be distinctly traced to 
those early myrmidons of tyranny. 

The stick or wand may be found rep- 
resented in the hands of both deities 
and heroes. Ceres has a spear in one 
hand and an ear of corn in the other. 
Bacchus has his thyrsus, and Mercury 
the caduceus presented to him by Apol- 
lo, while Achilles is represented with 
the spear which, according to Homer, 
“none but he could wield,” 

WANDS OF SENATORS. 

The Roman consuls and senators 
adopted a wand of ivory as a mark t 
their authority, and it is related that 
a blow of one of these wands precipi- 
tated a general massacre of the sena- 
tors. When the Gauls, under Brennus, 
entered Rome, they found the consuls 
and senators seated in state, each hold- 
ing his wand in his hand. For the mo- 
ment they paused in admiration of o 
much dignity, but one among them, 
being deficient in the organ of venera- 
tion, presumed to pull the beard of the 
sentator Papirius, who instantly struck 
the man down with his wand, and thus 
led to a general butchery of his col- 
leagues. 

Ir French history the stick as a king- 
ly emblem does not lose the form of a 
lance from the time when King Gout- 
rand gave the investiture of the king- 
dom of Burgundy to Childebert II. 
down to the time of Charlemagne The 
stick then became a golden rod. curved 
at one end like a crozier. This ancient 
sceptre was kept for many centuries in 
the treasury of the Abbey of St. Denis, 
and figured at the coronations of most 
of the French Kings. It is of enamelled 
gold, ornamented with Oriental pearls 
and nearly six feet in length. It was 
used for the last time in the coronation 
of Louis XVI., at Rheims in 1774. 

THE CROZIERS OF BISHOPS. 

In the early Christian church the 
fathers and bishops, being mostly old 
men before they were elected to their 
high offices, were glad to use their 
sticks or croziers to assist them in 
walking when visiting their dioceses. In 
some quaint old illuminated manu- 
scribts these sticks have pieces of cloth 
attached to them, the evident purpose 
being that the bishops might wipe their 
verspiring faces. 
ot there came bitter strife be- 
tween the scepter and the crozier and, 
under the warlike Hildebrand of the 
ninth century, who, as Pope Gregory 
VII. dictated terms of peace to Henry 
of France, and compelled him to cry 
“Peccavi'” under threat of excommuni- 
cation, the crozier became mightier 
than the scepter. In the history of the 
tweifth certury. we find embattled pre- 
lates leading their followers to war in 
the cause of the church. One of them, 
a certain bishop of Mayence, had scru- 
ples against carrying a sword, because 
of the scriptural warning that “they 
that take the sword shall perish by the 
eword.” So he ordered an immense cro- 
zier to be made for him, and, being of 
great size and strength, he killed nine 
men by his own hand in the course of 


the battle. This bishop rejoiced in the j 


name of Christian, and the ieighine | 


Pope, Pascal Il. thus wrote to him: 
“To Christian, very Christian legate of 
the Apostolic See: May God bless the 
Stick which he has given you to over- 
throw the wicked.” 

A MAILED PRELATE. 

A century later there was a bishop of 
Beauvais, less scrupulous about tak- 
ing the sword, for when he was cap- 
tured by the English, he was clad in 
a complete sult of armor. The Pope, 
hearing of it, wrote to the King of 
England. upbraiding him for keeping a 
bishop, his “very dear son,“ a prisoner. 
The King sent the Pope the bishop's 
culrass, with the inquiry: “See if this 
is, your Jear son's dress.“ But there 
was another bishop of Beauvais, who 
went into battle with a stick, for ft is 
told of him that at Bouvines he killed 
the famous Count of Salisbury with a 
biow of his crozier. 

Up to the sixteenth century the cro- 
zier was made generally of cypress 
wood, and its crook was of bone or 
ivory. From that time on it was either 
or silver, gilt or gold. 

The celebrated baton of the marshals 
of France was a slender little stick, 
not more than fifteen inches long, cov- 
ered with velvet, embroidered with lil- 
ies and eagles, and crowned with a sil- 
ver cap; so that when Napoleon said, 
“Every soldier carried a marshal's 
baton in his knapsack,” he might have 
been taken literally. 


The Kaiser’s Diplomacy. 

There can be no doubt that the Kal- 
ser is regarded in more than one cap- 
ital as seeking adventures of a not 
too perilous nature, in the belief that 
out of the complications that wil! arise 
he will pick something good for Ger- 
many. That this motive was back of 
the Kaiser's demonstration against 


Venezuela was more than suspected

ment acted throughout that trying 
time with perfect propriety. It did 
nothing that could be deemed offensive 
by Germany, and nothing that could 


be deemed negligent by the United 
States. Admiral Dewey was sent to 
the Caribbean with the most werful 


fleet that has shown the American flag 
in that sea since the Spanish War. 
What his instructions were was, and 
still is, best known to himself, but 
the disposition he made of the several 
divisione of his fleet were admirably 
calculated to frustrate any attempt to 
seize the Venezuelan island of Marga- 
rita as a consoOlation prise or as a set- 
off to German claims. Margarita was 
not seized, and the surface of our re- 
lations with Germany continued un- 
ruffied. Since that time they have 
so continued, our government, con- 
scious of its strength, saying nothing 
about the only European power that 
conceivably can be thought hostile to 
— doctrine.—[Boston Trans- 
cript. 


Germs by Suggestion. 

That is a strange story that comes 
from San Francisco of a child suffer- 
ing from hydrophobia, from having, 
some months ago, been knocked down 
by a mastiff. She was not bitten, so 
the tale runs, but the shock developed 
the disease, and she now barks like 
a dog in the intervals of the convul- 
sions from which she suffers. This ts 
the first case of germ transmission by 
Suggestion that has been recorded.—

NE DAY FOR MEMORY. 


Busy though the world has grown. 


and sordid though the age in which 
we live may be, there is yet one day 
in every year when we Americans lay 
aside every other consideration to 
pay a loving and a grateful tribute 
to the memory of our dead who fought 
upon land and sca to save the nation 
in its darkest hour of trial. And yes- 
terday the fact was made beautifully 
apparent that. as time passes and 
leaves farther behind us in the mists 
of years the fateful days of the great 
Civil War, we are ever less and less 
inclined to forget the sacrifices they 
made who fought in that Titantic 
struggle. The thought is consoling. 
It brings courage to the soul to know 
that every new-born generation clings 
more tenaciously than its predecessor 
to the sacred memories that bind us 
to those who risked their all and who 
bled and died for the flag. 

Throughout all the land, the memo- 
rial services for our heroes who sleep 
in death were yesterday greater than 
ever before. In every city and hamlet 
from ocean to ocean services were 
held, but in no section of our dear 
country was there shown a deeper, 
a more loyal or more affectionate re- 
gard for the day than was shown in 
Los Angeles and in all parts of South- 
ern California, as a perusal of the 
news columns of The Times will show 
this morning. 

Let rejoice that. we can thus give 
the lie to those who say that republics 
are ungrateful, and may God keep far 
away from us the day when we shall 
grow forgetful of the memory of the 
Boys in Blue whom death has gath- 
ered and has still to gather to its 
‘silent dust. 


ET OUT A FULL VOTE. 

By all means, let the advocates 
of Prohibition get out a full vote at 
the coming election. Let him search 
the city, each and every precinct there- 
of, the highways and the byways, to 
make sure that every legal voter who 
takes their view of the Prohibition 
question shall perform his civic duty 
by casting his ballot on Friday next. 

Likewise, let every opponent of the 
anti-saioon ordinance do his utmost to 
get out a full vote for his side of the 
question. But let every vote be a legiti- 
mate one. One of the Prohibition 
orators has said, in effect, that if the 
no-saloon ordinance be defeated it will 
be because of fraudulent votes cast 
against it. This remark was certainly 
uncalled for. It was a needless and in- 
excusable slur against the thousands 
of good citizens who will vote, and 
conscientiously, against the pending 
ordinance. 

Every man has a right to his opin- 
ion; a right to hold it, and a right to 
express it freely, provided it be not 
seditious. It is no more a disgrace for 
any man to vote against this proposed 
ordinance than it is to vote for it, and 
one man's opinion is as much entitled 
to consideration as another's. 

The Times does not believe that 
there will be any attempts at illegal 
voting on either side. It believes that 
there will be “a square deal,” so far 
as the casting and counting of the bal- 
lots is concerned, and that the great 
majority of voters on both sides desire 
nothing more nor less than a square 
deal. 
If a full vote be cast, as ought to be 
the case, the will of the people will 
be indicated beyond all question, and 
whatever be the verdict it must be 
abided by until the people see fit to 
change it. 

The Times has said before—but it 
seems necessary to repeat many things 
in this campaign—that if the proposed 
ordinance should carry, this journal 
will strenuously insist that the new 
law shall be enforced with firmness 


‘and thoroughness. This is the way to 


test the merits of a bad law, or of a 
good law. One of the greatest evils of 
our government is the non-enforce- 
ment of law. Once enacted, a law 
ought to be enforced to the letter.

HILADELPHIA REDEEMED. 

The courageous fight which Mayor 
Weaver has made against the Repub- 
lican “organization” in Philadelphia 
has been crowned with success, at least 
in the preliminary stage. Insurance 
Commissioner Durham, leader of the 
corrupt ringsters, whose influence for 
evil during the last ten years 
has been almost supreme, has sur- 
rendered unconditionally to Mayor 
Weaver,” if the dispatches from Phila- 
delphia are to be credited.

they can undoubtedly accomplish the 
defeat of Ransley, and can bring about 
a great many reforms which are 
needed to make the municipal govern- 
ment of Philadelphia clean and whole- 
some. 

Whether this can be done under the 
present City Council may well be 


| doubted. A Council, the majority of 


whom would attempt to sell out the 
city’s interests as the preset Council 
of Philadelphia has done, canpot safely 
de trusted to assist in carrying out any 
work of reform, nor to zecept any 
trust without betraying 144. 

The people of Philadeiphia, while 
they are evidently not easily aroused 
to a realization of their own wrongs, 
seem at last to have been wrought up 
to a pitch of indignation that is 
dangerous—to wrongdoers. They will 


without abatement, until the grave 
abuses from which they have suffered 
shall have been corrected—perma- 
nently if possible. 

It will not do to trust the easily- 
made promises of the “organization” 
that it will “be good” hereafter. 
Promises like that of Israel W. Dur- 
ham are too often written in the sand, 
end with the deliberate intention to 
deceive. It is not at all improbable 
that the ringsters have merely “let 
go to get a- better hold.” They 
are probably incubating some new 
scheme to defraud the people, and are 
nsing their apparent surrender as a 
means of allaying popular indignation 
and screening their work from the 
public gaze. | 

Eternal vigilance (on the part of the 
people) is the price of honest munici- 
pal government no less than of lib- 
erty. Now that the people of Phila- 
delphia have got the ringsters under 
partial restraint, they should make 
sure that they do not again get into 
the saddle.

“Artificial” Life. 

When the reports of Prof. Loeb's ex- 
periments with the eggs of the sea ur- 
chin now reach the public they no 
longer come as tales of the creation of 
life by artificial means, and in conse- 
quence it is much easier to gather an 
exact idea of the progress he is act- 
ually making. In his latest experiments 
he has developed eggs by artificial 
means so perfectly that the larvae 
cannot be distinguished from those 
produced through the natural process 
of fertilization. 

But in all this work, and no matter 
how successful it proves to be, Prof. 
Loeb does not create life. He does not 
take a dead egg and make it live. In- 
stead, he makes the egg that was al- 
ready alive develop. He merely drives 
the problem of life back into the egg 
itself, where it lies as deeply hidden 
as ever from the scientist's eyes. 

Such work as he and other men in the 
same field are accomplishing is clear- 
ing the way to the mystery, but not 
solving the mystery § itself.—[Chicago

THE BLUE AND THE GRAY. 


In History’s Long Perspective They 
Will Blend Into One Object 
for Honor. 


[New York Sun:] On the 10th of 
May, incident to the celebration of the 
Confederate Memorial Day, there was 
laid at Chester in South Carolina the 
corner-stone of a monument to the 
Confederate dead to be erected by a 
chapter of the Diughters of the Con- 
federacy. The able address of dedica- 
tion was made by Hon. William H. 
Brawley, a distinguished native of 
South Carolina, and judge of the United 
States District Court of th» South Car- 
Olipa district. Judge Brawley, after 
showing that the Civil War was due 
to an irrepressible and inevitable clash- 
ing between the political principles of 
nationalism and of State sovereignty, 
explained that his obligations to the 
Federal government, whose commis- 
sion: he bears, would have prevented 
his taking so prominent a part in the 
observances if the time had not come 
when that critical period of our history 
could be treated judicially without fear 
of reopening old wounds or provoking 


| resentment by celebrating the memo- 


ries of southern heroes. 

“It is to the everlasting glory of the 
American people,” said Judge Brawley, 
“that within half a century of the 
close of the most bitter and deadly 
contest they are more united than ever 
before, nearer to that ‘perfct Union’ 
designed by the fathers;: and then he 
ventured on this prediction: 

There are doubtless those now liv- 
ing who will see the statue of Gen. 
Lee facing the great antagonist whom 
he met on so many fields of deadly 
strife, and looking calmly across the 
Potomac on his old home at Arlington, 
where rest the nation’s dead.“ 

Last Sunday survivors of the Union 
army joined in services held by the 
New York Camp of the Confederate 
Veterans Over the Confederate dead, 
and Gen. George B. Loud, a Union vet- 
eran, gave utterance in New York to 
a sentiment closely akin to that ex- 
pressed by Judge Brawley in South 
Carolina: 

“Gen. Lee was as brave a man as 


ing in heroes. But they are ours as 
well, since we are all one now.” 

The same sentiment was emphasized 
by James Edward Graybill, a Confed- 
erate veteran, thus: 

“I look forward to the time, and 
it is not far distant, when we shall 
have but one Memorial Day for 
the Blue and the Gray, when we shall 
strew flowers over our heroes together, 
as becomes Americans, burying the 
last relic of strife with the flowers 
we place on the graves of the Union 
and Confederate dead.” 


The Gods’ Decisicn.

Tests for Cerargyite. 
WICKENBURG (Aris.) May 11. 1906. 
ro the Editor of The Times:] Here- 
with I hand you a sample of my ore, 
whch we call horn silver. Will vou 
give me a reply in your “In the 
Earth” to the following questions: 

(1.) What i: horn silver known as, 
in mineralogy? 

(2.) Give mineralogical test for it? 

(3.) Can you give me a method of 
extracting the values from such ore 
without smelting, or use of acids? 

Yours truly, H. McC. 

ANSWER.—Horn silver in miner- 
alcgy is known as cerargyrite. It is 
a silver chloride and when pure car- 
ries 24.7 chlorine and silver 75.3—100 
per cent. 

(2.) It possess a resinous or adaman- 
tine luster, and at times, when found 
in nature, the outer surface is black. 
color grayish-green or brown. When a 
file or knife-point is scratched over 
surface a silvery metallic streak ap- 
pears, shining. In hardness, it varies, 
from 1 to 1.6. Malleable. Easily cut 
into shavings (horn-like) with a knife. 
Density, 5.3 to 5.6. Quietly fuses in 
the flame of an alcohol lamp or that 
of a candle. On charcoal B. B., a but- 
ton of metallic silver is obtained. The 
ore Is soluble in aqueous ammonia, but 
not in nitric acid. 

(3.) To test values in such ores 
(chlorides) pulverize in mortar to about 
30 mesh (le., sizing to 30 punctures to 
the square inch of screen.) Say, you 
have ten pounds of such a powder, 
proceed. To one pound of hyposulphite 
of lime, add two lons of water. 
Pour over the powdered ore about one 
gallon of this solution, which in four 
hours will dissolve the chloride, then 
run off as much solution as possible, 
and add say a quart more 
hyposulphite solution, stir, 
somewhat, and pour again into the 
crock or porcelain basin containing 
the solution already therein from the 
ore. Allow this to settle for an hour 
or more, then run the clear solution 
from the dregs into another cruck or 
basin. Having previously mixed one 
pound of eodiu sulphide with ten 
pints of water. en in solution, and 
somewhat cleared, it is ready to use 
as reagent. Pour some (from one to 
two pints) of the soda solution into 
the silver solution. From such ore 
as yours a dark colored precipitate 
will fall down, a sulphiie of the metal. 
Chloride of silver z soluble also in 
potassium cyanide solution, in a solu- 
tion of thiosulphate, but not in wa- 
ter. In chlorinating ores of gold and 
silver, water will wash out the gold 
in solution with base metal chlorides, 
but the chloride of silver remains with 
the ore and must be washed out with

ST. PETERSBURG, May 23, 3 p.m.—

with his main squadron, must have lain 
somewhere off the coast of Korea while 
Admirais Kamimura and Uriu held 
their squadrons further north, to head 
off the Russian vessels which might go 
through to bar the entrance to the 
Straits of Tsugaru, in case the Rus- 
sians should 
the east coast of Japan. 

Whén Togo’s scouts reported that 
Admiral Rojestvensky was heading for 
the eastern channel of the Straits of 
Korea the Japanese admiral steamed 
around the northern part of Tsu ISI- 
ends and came upon the Russians, 
steaming in double column, with the 
cruisers to port. 

Togo enjoyed the great advantage of 
tactical position when he opened fire, 
having the iightest of the Russian ships 
between him and Rojestvensky’s 
heavier vessels, thus smothering the 
fire of the latter.

“SAVE HIMSELF WHO CAN.” 


When Sunday morning came, the 
Russian fleet was divided into two divi- 
sions. The faster and stronger division 
under Rojestvensky, was met by Kami- 
mura and Uri, while the lower divi- 
sion, under Nebogatoff, renewed the 
fight with Togo. With some of the 
Scattered Russian units, it was a 
of “save himself who can.” 

In the running fight yesterday the 
Japanese enjoyed the advantage of su- 

or speed. enabling them to concen- 
trate their fire and bring every crippled 
Admiral Nebo- 
gatof’s battered remnant surrendered 
of Ligncourt Rocks, while Rojestven- 
sky, with the best remaining battle- 
ships, fought on for the honor of the 
Russian navy. 

The admiralty learned with a sense of 
relief that the flagship Kulas Suvaroff 
Sank under the foot of the Russian 
commander-in-chief. The surrender of 
Nebogatoff's two battleships, even 
though the circumstances are not yet 
known, is regarded as a disgrace. 

The ships still unaccounted for here 
are the baittieship Navarin and the 

tected cruiser Oleg. <Aurora and 
umrud, all fast veaseis. 

Private dispatches from Vladivostok 
say the Russians lost twelve warships, 
Sunk and captured, during the en- 
gagement. According to these re- 
ood the Japanese torpedo boats 
played the principal role in the Ge- 
feat of the Russian fleet. They were 
Sent in for action again and again, 
under a perfect hall of shot from the 
Ruselan rapid-Aring guns.

PUBLIC STILL IN DARK. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M } 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 30, noon. 
& long cipher dispatch reached Em- 
peror Nicholas during the night, but 
its contents have not yet been made 
public. It is unofficially stated that 
several of the fast Russian ships suc- 
ceeded in shaking off their pursuers 
and have reached Viadivostok. and 
that the government is now in posses- 
sion of its own version of the naval 
disaster of Saturday and Sunday in 
the Straits of Korea. Nevertheless, it 
appears to be in a quandary as to 
how to break the news to the coun- 
try. A war council was held at Tsars- 
koe-Selo last night at whic hthe Em- 
peror Was urged to issue an imperial 
manifesto, but nothing has yet been 
decided. 

So far as the newspapers are con- 
cerned the public might believe Vice- 
Admiral Rojestvensky had achieved a 
victory. The tensor passed all the 
Vague rumors favorable to the Rus- 
sians, but blue penciled everything. in- 
dicating a Russian disaster. While 
the disastrous mews spread like wild- 
fire by word t mouth over the capi- 
tal, and was quickly telegraphed pri- 
Vately to the big centers by the anti- 
government leaders, the country can 
be said to be still in a state of igno- 
rance as to what has happened. 

The editors of the Liberal papers 
here, being conversant with the con- 
tents of the Tokio dispatches; warn 
their readers ‘in a roundabout fashion 
against harboring false hopes based 
upon dispatches which appear in their 
neus columns. 

The Bourse Gazette quite openly de- 
clares it would be a sin to conceal thé 
fact that all hope of Russia obtaining 
the mastery of the sea has vanished, 
adding: “The significance of the col- 
lapse of this hope is self-evident.” The 
Novoe Vremya and the Russ. while 
admitting that the fate of the Far 
East has been determined. decline to 
accept the Japanese reports. Their 
editorials, however, breathe a ton of 
utter sadness. 

INCREASED SCENES OF GRIEF. 

The scenes of grief witnessed at the 
Admiralty yesterday were repeated in 
an increased measure today. Wives, 
mothers, and sisters, many of them al- 
ready in deepest mourning for other 
losses, streamed through the admiralty 
corridors, sending in written requests 
for information regarding the fate of 
particular ships. One and all were in- 
formed that the admiralty had no de- 
ta ils, but attempts were made to reas 
sure those who had relatives on the 
ships not reported sunk by the Jap- 
anese. 

On the streets, passers-by gathered be- 
for the bulletin board to peruse the 
dispatches, but they learned little as 
the government still refuses to per-

PARIS, May 230.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The view that prevails in official 
quarters here is that some time must 
elapse before Russia reaches a final de- 
termination as to her future course, but 
it ig anticipated that she is kely to 
canvass the situation among the 
friendly nations with the purpose of 
asvertaining the best possibile basis for 
the conclusion of the war. However, 
French officials do not expect such 
processes to advance rapidly, owing to 
the leisurely methods of Russian diplo- 
macy and the conflicting internal ele- 
menis. 

It is certain that if Foreign Minister 
Deicassé’s advice is solicited it wiil be 
exerted in behalf of the reéstablishment 
of peace, but there is no indication that 
France wiil take the Initiative until 
definitely requested to do so. Convers- 
ing recently with a dipiomat relative 
to the possfbilities of peace, M. Del- 
cassé said it wags easy to give advice, 
but difficult to have it accepted. Nev- 
ertheless, his influence had been con- 
Stantly exerted toward a pacific solu- 
tion. Premier Rouvier shares the same 
sentiments on the subject as does M. 
Delcassé and powerful financial inter- 
ests are in favor of peace. 

For the moment, however, officials 
here are absorbed in the visit of King 
Alfonso, which affects the most vita! 
feature of French foreign policy, and, 
therefore, it is of more immediate con- 
cern to France than Russia's dilemma.

Scheme to Stop Discrimina- 
tion by Exposure.

Councilmen Favor Printing 
Every Man’s Share. 


Little Booklet That Would 
Paralyze Favoritism. 


Convinced that unequal assessments 
have in the past deprived the city of 
many thousands of dollars of legitimate 
revenue, city officials are working on 
an improved plan of assessing ren) es- 
tate, which, it is believed, will render 
discrimination in favor of one property 
owner against others so glafingly ap- 
parent that no assessor or board of 
equalization will dare attempt it. 

Two improvements now under con- 
Mideration are: Publishing the tax 
liste euch year in cheap and convenient 
‘tabulated form, and requiring the as- 
essor to disclose to the Board of 
,Mqualization, not only the results of 
his Work, but also the various steps in 
the process by which he arrives at 
those results. 

PuDlication of the tax lists in tabu- 
lated form so that each person who is 
willing to pay the cost of printing (25 
cents) can take home with him and 
examine at his leisure the assessor's 
work, has been found in the East to 
Giminish the temptation and liability 
to fayoritiem and inequality by 
exposing it. 

Te important thing in an assessment 
is to have every man's property as- 

as nearly as possible on an 
equality with every other man's. If 
the tax lists of the city had been pub- 
lished for the last ten years, such a 
how! would doubtiess have arisen from 
property owners that hundreds of 
cases of inéquality would have been 
equalized, and the city would be at 
least a couple of hundred thousand do!- 
lars to the good. | 

Here are a few instances of unequal 
assessment taken from the records in 
the assessor's office. 


STRIKING INSTANCES. 


A tract of land containing eighteen 
locke on Occidental boulevard has 
been assessed for the last six years as 
acreage property at a valuation equal 
to 80 cents front foot. City Assessor 
Lewis has this year increased the as- 
sessment to $20 a front foot. He has 
since discovered that the owner is sell. 
— the lots for as high as $60 a front 
oot. 


Two lots occupy opposite corners on 
@ street on the fringe of the business 
district. Prior to three months ago 
one lot was vacant, the other conta'n- 
ed a four-story business block: and th 
vacant lot was assessed one-third h'gh- 
er than the opposite one containing 
the business block. 

The City Assessor this year frown a 
whole row of lots on Kensington road 
assessed at $80 each. He made try ti - 
jes and found that these lots are se- 
ing for each. 

Eleven lots in a block on Alvarado 
Street are assessed on the tax lists at 
31800 each. The twelfth lot, io 
all appearances is valuable as any 
of the others, is assessed for $1000. 
The only explanation given is that a 
deputy working over the books some 
years ago wrote $1000 (by mistake) and 
that each succeeeding deputy followed 
the book without making a personal 
inspection of the property. 

City Assessor Lewig says he has 
found the property on a number of 
ftreets in Garvanga and Highland 
Park assessed for not more than one- 
fifth of the price at which it is selling 
in the open market. 

Two large tracts bordering on Pas- 
adena avenue meet in the middie of 
one biock. The cash value of the lots 
fs about equal. All the lots in the 


tract nearest the city are assessed for 
a front foot. In the adjoining tract 
the lots are assessed at each. 


But the greatest disparity. of asses 
ed valuations occurs in the Fifth and 
Sixth Wards. There while property on 
one side of a street isn divided 
into lots, land on the other side of the 
street is still acreage; and in almost 
every instance the acreage property is 
assessed for one-third of that which 
is divided—sometimes it is valued at 
not more than one-tenth. 

There are hundreds of these assess- 
ments ahd they have stood on the ae- 
sessment books for years.

Mr. Lewis says that these inequali- 
ties do not attach themselves, however, 
to any one administration, but that 
they are the aecumulation of asseas- 
mente made in the office instead of in 
the field, extending over a number of 
years. 

Rapid and irreguiar advances of 
property values in some sections of che 
city and a paucity of help in the as- 
gessor’s office, are the reasons aayvanc- 
ed for the discrepancies. 

“I have spent more than two months 
this year in the field making persona!

FOR HER TREES. 


MRS. E. VALK OBJECTS TO THE 
DESPOILING OF HOME. 


— — 


Brings Injunction Suit te Prevent 
Shade Trees from Being Killed at 
Her Alhambra Place and to Pre- 
serve Intact Her Orange Grove—An 
Alhambra Instance. 


To cut down wide spreading shade 
trees have been deemed an improvement 
more than once, despite the fact that 
the property owners thought other- 
wise. Mrs. Ellen E. Valk of Alhambra 
is complaining because a bautiful line 
of grevilleas fronting on one side of her 
home are being buried under about six 
feet of earth, and she has promptly 
carried her complaint into court ask- 
ing for an injunction. 

Mrs. Valk lives on a six-acre orange 
grove fronting on the south side of 
Pine street, whith runs east and west 
and divides the municipalities of Al- 
hambra and South Pasadena. The or- 
ange trees are twelve years old, and 
the cement patio home, buried in a 
wealth of flowers and foliage, is valued 
at $6060. Ornamental trees, shrubbery 
and driveways make the place pictur- 
esque. Outside of this acreage lot, and 
inside the curb, has been a cool grass 
plot made all the more inviting by 
the grateful shade cast by a long line 
of trees. 

the spirit of “improvement” 
Was abroad and 8. F. Wuest n 
filling in the street in front of 
Valk's home with earth, covering over 
the grass plot and burying the trees 
to a depth of between five and six feet. 
That, of course, means the doom of the 
shade trees, and Mrs. Valk has risen 
in rebellion. She claims that this fill is 
being made along about one hundred 
and fifty feet of her frontage to her 
detriment; that when completed she 
will be denied access or ggress to and 
her home, and the storm waters 
will be compelled to flow over her 
lands instead of down the street as 
heretofore, and will accumulate. just 
about where her house is situated. 

All of this kind of umprovement may 
be gratifying to persons of a mathe- 
matical mind, who love to see all 
gtades conform and all streets run in 
parallels or at right angles to one an- 
other, but for her she desires that her 
beautiful trees remain undist 
even if the road does dip somewhat a 
that point; nor does she desire to be 
swamped by the waters, merely in or- 
der that a new grade be established. 

The vandalism displayed in cutting 
down and otherwise destroying 
trees that are the mature growth of 
fifteen and twenty years merely that 
the street curs may not be interrupted, 


or that the official grade be introduced 


ia causing a good deal of unrest in a 
number of suburban towns. And yet 
it has been pointed out by property 
owners more than orce that in the 
large Oneonta tract, which was laid 
out im streets, curbed, graded 
and sidewalked, with trees plant- 
“ach street before ever 
a was } on the mar- 
‘ket, the natural growth was not 
disturbed by all of these improvements. 
The tract extending from South Pasa- 
dena to the borders of Alhambra was 
covered with oaks, and ff one happen- 
ed to pop up in the middie of a newly- 
‘cut street—well, the oak was left 
‘standing there. Did one interpose right 
in the middle of the line of the side- 
walk? Well, the sidewalk was carried 
around the tres, and as a consequence 
the beauty of the landscape has been 
preserved and the utilities maintained 
at the same time.

to Enable Them to Sell a Portion 
to Adjoining Ranchers—Great Sav- 
ing of Money. 


Supervisors Graham, Patterson and 
Alexander, the Committee on the 
County Farm, afe rubbing their hands 
with glee. Instead of the county be- 
ing out of pocket from $600 to $700 a 
year for irrigating water, as heretofore, 
they see the day very near when the 
county will have water to sell. 

The pump that was placed on the 
new well about a couple of weeks ago 
did it all. There was some criticism 
of the board for not accepting the low- 
est bid for a pumping plant, but the 
Supervisors knew the pump they have 
now installed and the others they did 
not know; and, furthermore, by having 
the pump installed at once & $1500 al- 
faifa crop has been gaved. That would 
not have been possible if the machin- 
ery had been imported into the city. 

Since starting up, the well has been 
cleaning itself out until now there ts 
from nine to ten inches steady arte- 
sian flow, and 190 inches on the. pump.

the farm.

Two improvethents now under con-

Pudlication of the tax lists in tabu- 
lated form so that each person who is 
Willing to pay the cost of printing (25 
cents) cam take home with him and 
examine at his leisure the assessor's 
work, has been found in the East to 
Giminish the temptation and liability 
to favoritism and inequality by 


promptly exposing it. 


Te important thing in an assessment 
is to have every man's property as- 
sessed a6 nearly as possible on an 
equality with every other man's. If 
the tax lists of the city had been pub- 
lished for the last ten years, such a 
howl would doubtiess have arisen from |. 
property owners that hundreds of 
cases of inequality would have been 
equalized, and the city would be at 
least a couple of hundred thousand dol- 


lars to the good 


Here are a few instances of unequal 
assessment taken from the records in 


the assessor's office. 
STRIKING INSTANCES. 


A tract of land containing eighteen 
loch on Occidental boulevard has 
been assessed for the last six years as 
acreage property at a valuation equal 
to % cents front foot. City Assessor 
Lewis has this year increased the as- 
sessment to $20 a front foot. He has 
ginee discovered that the owner is sell. 
om ln lots for as high as $60 a front 


Two lots occupy opposite corners on 


a street on the fringe of the business 
district. Prior to three months ago 


one lot was vacant, the other conta'n- 


ed a four-story business block: and the 


vacant lot was assessed one-third high- 
er than the opposite one containiag 
the business block. 

The City Assessor this year foun. a 
whole row of lots on Kensington rosa 
assessed at $80 each. He made paul 
fes and found that these lots are sei- 

for $2000 each. 

Eleven lots in a block on Alvarado 
Street are assessed on the tax lists at 
$1800 each. The twelfth lot, which io 
all appearances is +: valuable as any 
of the others, is assessed for $1000. 
The only explanation given is that a 
deputy working over the books some 
years ago Wrote $1000 (by mistake) and 
that each succeeeding deputy followed 
the book without making a persona! 
inspection of the property. 

City Assessor LeWig says he has 
found the property on a number of 
ttreets in Garvanga and Highland 
Park assessed for not more than one- 
fifth of the price at which it is selling 
in the open market. 

Two large tracts bordering on Pas- 
adena avenue meet in the middie of 
one block. The cash value of the lots 
fe about equal. All the lots in the 
tract nearest the city are assessed for 
a front foot. In the adjoining tract 
the lots are assessed at each. 

But the greatest disparity of assess 
ed valuations occurs in the Fifth and 
Sixth Wards. There while property on 
one side of a street in divided 
into lots, land on the other side of the 
street is still acreagé; and in almost 
every instance the acreage property is 

for one-third of that which 
fs divided—sometimes it is valued at 
not more than one-tenth. 

There are hundreds of these assess 
ments and they have stood on the as- 
sessment for years. 

CITIZEN FIXIT, HOOT! 


Councilmen who have satisfied thein- 
selves that the city has been losing 
thousands of dollars yearly through un- 
equal property valuation would now like 
Citizen Fixit to come forward and ex- 
Plain how it happened that the ex- 
perts who a year ago made an exami- 
nation of the assessor's books under 
Willard’s difection, failed to discover 
any iméqualities in the assessed valua- 
tion of city property. 

Willard draws $160 a month from the 
Muniéipal League to look after civic 
matters affecting taxes. This ilus- 
trates how he “makes good.“ 

A little of the surplus energy that 
was Wasted on the street department 
last year might have brought some 
practical results had it been directed 
foward the assessment books. 

Mr. Lewis says that these inequall- 
ties Go not attach themselves, however, 
a0 any one administration, but that 
they are the aecumulation of assess- 
mente mae in the office instead of in 
the field, extending over a number of 


Rapid and advances of 
property values in some sections of che 
city and a paucity of help in the as- 
sessor'’s office, are the reasons aavanc- 
ed for the discrepancies. 

“I have spent more than two months 
this year in the field making persona! 
Inspection of the different tracts,” said 
Mr. Lewis yesterday. “During the last 
eight years I have worked most of the 
time either as a deputy city or deputy 
county assessor. I have known that 
these discrepancies existed, but I am 
only able to equalize a portion of them 
this year. 

“A goodly portion of the $50,000,000 
fricrease in the assessed valuation of 
city property this year will be mae 
up of these equalized assessments. 

I have had a great many kicks 
against assessing acreage property in 
the southern part of the city by the 
front foot, but that is the only way 

make a proper assessment. 

„It this equalization had taken place 
several years ago it would have re- 
ducea some of the high tax rates. A 

rtion of our people have practically

have been assessed “unnecessarily high 
to make up the difference. In all wy 
assessments I place a property valuation 
and a valuation for improvements. it 
is in this way I can catch the nan 
with the acres of unimproved projert- 
1 hold that a vacant lot on one side of 
a street should be assessed fust a* 
hich as the lot on the other side that 
contains a handsome residence.

FOR HER TREES. 


MRS. E. VALK OBJECTS TO THE 
DESPOILING OF HOME.

Brings Injunction Suit te Prevent 
Shade Trees from Being Killed at 
Her Alhambra Place and to re- 
serve Intact Her Orange Grove—An 
Alhambra Instance. 


— — 


To cut down wide spreading shade 
trees have been deemed an improvement 
more than once, despite the fact that 
the property owners thought other- 
wise. Mrs. Ellen K. Valk of Alhambra 
is complaining because a bautiful line 
of grevilieas fronting on one side of her 
home are being buried under about six 
feet of earth, and she has promptly 
carried her complaint into court ask- 
ing for an inzunct ion. 
Mrs. Valk lives on a six-acre orange 
grove fronting on the south side of 
Pine street, whith runs east and w 
and divides the municipalities of Al- 
hambra and South Pasadena. The or- 
ange trees are twelve years old, and 
the cément patio home, buried in a 
Wealth of flowers and foliage, is valued 
at $6000. Ornamental trees, shrubbery 
and driveways make the place pictur- 
esque. Outside of this acreage lot, and 
inside the curb, has been-a cool grass 
plot made all the more inviting by 
the grateful shade cast by a long line 
of trees. 
But the spirit of “improvement” 
Was abroad and 8. F. Wuest n 
filling in the street in front of 
Valk’s home with earth, covering over 
the grass plot and burying the trees 
to a depth of between five and six feet. 
That, of course, means the doom of the 
shade trees, and Mrs. Valk has risen 
in rebellion. She claims that thie fill i« 
being made along about one hundred 
and fifty feet of her frontage to her 
detriment; that when completed she 
will be denied access or eggress to and 
from her home, and the storm waters 
will be compelled to flow over her 
lands instead of down the street as 
heretofore, and will accumulate just 
about where her house is situated. 
All of this kind of improvement may 
be gratifying to persons of a mathe- 
matical mind, who love to see all 
grades conform and all streets run in 
Parallels or at right angles to one an- 
other, but for her she desires that her 
beautiful trees remain undist 

even if the road does dip somewhat a 
shat point; nor does she desire to be 
swamped by the waters, merely in or- 
der that a new grade be established.

His body 
was found at 7:30 o'clock this morning 
with a bullet hole in his head above the

THE NATION’S DEAD.

Patriotic and Civie Organizations 
Join in Union Service—Girl Pre- 
vents Despondent Man from Com- 
mitting Suicide—Wrests Bottle of 
Acid from His Hand. 


SANTA ANA, May 20.—Large crowds 
gathered at the cemetery this morning 
ard at the Grand Operahouse in the 
afternoon to participate in the Memo- 
rial Day exercises, arranged by the 
Santa Ana and Orange G.A.R. posts. 
The ritual services at the cemetery 
were carried out by the Orange Post, 
following which the graves of Union 
and Confederate veterans were strewn 
with flowers.

The Los Angeles gusher, which was 
brought in last week by the Amalga- 
mated Oil Company on the Arturus 
property, has followed the usual course 
of the Salt Lake wells, and now gushes 
no longer. It has sanded up to such 
ah extent that yesterday it was re- 
ported that it would not pump at all, 
much less flow without artificial aid. 

This well is said to have been the 
largest yet found west of the city and 
for twenty-four hours it poured its ofl 
in a flood that looked somewhat threat- 
ening for a time. Then it sipwed up, 
, quit gushing, flowed a little for a time, 
and then settled down toa pumping 
proposition until it sanded up. It will 
now have to be cleaned out, and when 
this is done, if it follows the usual 
habit of wells on the Salt Lake proper- 
ties, it is likely to gush some more for 
a day or two before getting perma- 
nently settled. The geological forma- 
tion and the character of oil at the 
Amalgamated properties seem to com- 
bine to develop freak wells. 

The Amalgamated now has about 
thirty wells and more in course of drill- 
ing. Tanks are being put up from time 
to time, and the appearance of the field 
has greatly changed since the first 
of the year. The pipe line to the city is 
pumping steadily. 

SANTA MARIA BOOMING. 

The center of interest in the oil in- 
dustry for the time being is at Santa 
Maria. While the Standard is grad- 
ually withdrawing from Kern, it is en- 
tering with a rush upon the work of 
capturing the Santa Maria business.

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GOLDFIELD 


Rush of Boomers to Bullfrog Coun- 
try—Famous Camp’s Glory Has 
Passed— Stores Closing and Hot- 
Air Castles Tumbling. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


OLDFIELD, May 27.—The boom 
has passed over. Goldfield. Many 
people from ali walks of life are 
joining the procession in the onward 
March to the Bullfrog country, there 
perhaps to repeat the experience which 
is typical of new mining camps. Like 
a flower they epring into being, bloom 
im all the splendor of their maturity, 
then fade away. 
Scarcely in the history of the min- 
ing world has the growth of Goldfield 
been paralleled. Less than two years 
@go not a tent adorned the desert 
Where now stands a city of 10,000 in- 
habitants, attracted thither by the 
marvelous stories of the new Eldo- 
fado. They came in streams by all 
manner of conveyances: many to seek 
for the hidden treasure, many more 
to prey on the successful seekers; 
some looking for business opportuni- 
ties, and thousands, caught in the 
vortex of this human maelstrom, 
came without the elightest idea of why 
they joined the stampede. . 
The money brought into the camp 
by this constant stream of humanity 
made the place appear most prosper- 
Ous indeed, and deceived thousands in- 
to the idea that the richness of the 
diggings was accountable for this con- 
dition. Every foot of ground for 
miles around was etaked out; hun- 
dreds of compunies were organized, 
all finding a ready sale for their 
stocks, owing to the indiscriminating 
frenzy that had seized the people ot 
the entire country; and the stories of 
the marvelous wealth of the new dis- 
trict went forth into all parts of the 
world. The great majority of these 
companies were organized for the sole 
purpose of enriching the promoters or 
fleecing the gullible public, many of 
them being miles remote from the 
slightest indication of any wminerali- 
gation. 


For eighteen months this condition 


prevailed, and now that it is passing 
away what do we find in its wake? 
In the Geldfield district perhaps a 
dozen mines have a future. Many oth- 
ers show surface indications that with 
development may prove them to be all 
that the most sanguine have hoped, 
and there is a possibility that the 
camp will yet be great. It is yet only 
a possibility, however, backed, to be 
sure, by the faith and confidence of 
some of the most eminent mining men 
in the world, while others are hold- 
ing their opinions in abeyance, not 
daring to make a prediction on the 
meager showing of the present. 

We find at present not over 250 
men employed in the district—scarcely 
enough to support a population of 
1000. We find two ten-stamp mills 
in operation, and but one mine whose 
stock is not upon the market. The 
wildcats and many of the mines that 
may in time prove to be valuable no 
longer find a ready sale for their 
stock: the stream of transient gold 
is no longer coming into the town, 
and business is settling down to a ba- 
sis warranted. by the true conditions. 
Some of the less prosperous business 
houses are closing out and following 
the rush into the new fields, and some 
of the more unstable are leaving the 
public to guess as to the whereabouts 
of their representatives in their hasty 
flight to escape the clamor of their 
ereditors. The caste of the Goldfield 
Bank and Trust Company, whose pres- 
ident and casbier fied to parts un- 
known, leaving in their vaults less 
than $5000 worth of securities to sat- 
fefy the howling demands of depor- 
itors to the amount of §80,000, is the 
most flagrant case of premeditated 
robbery that has yet opened the peo- 


ple’s eyes. On the last day the bank 


Was open, a customer of the bank 
who came in to get some currency for 
gold was strongly importuned by the. 
cashier to take a certificate of de- 
posit instead, and a woman was per- 
mitted to deposit $1000 in gold after 


banking hours, and yet when, the 
vaults were searthed on the day fol- 
lowing, which happened to Sun- 


day, only $20 in coin was found: in the 
vault. A few days prior the saloon- 
keeper of the Brown Palace Hotel set 
the example, though on a minor scale, 
for the officers of the bank by leav- 
ing the town between two days without 
telling his friends and creditors good- 
e. 
STORES CLOSING. 


J. D. Lothrop & Co., one of the 
largest general merchandise estab- 
lishments of this place, is closing out, 
and thus the receding tide is leaving 
the flotsam and jetsam of commer- 
cial prosperity strewn along the des- 


ert sands. 
Rentals of business houses are com- 


ing down, and dwelling houses which

The sign “For Sale or Rent“ peers 
out from the windows of hun- 
dreds of houses, whose occupants 
have either followed the onward rush 
or gone back to their homes to tell 
of the boom that was. + Prospecting 
and housekeeping outfits are sacri- 
ficed for a song. The gaming tables, 
that formerly were surrounded by the 
lucky speculator and the successful 
prospector, are now bolstered by 
“boosters,” whose paste diamonds and 
sallow complexions too clearly betray 
their calling. 

Many fortunes have been made and 
many lost during this feverish ex- 
citement. The great opportunities 
for gain With little capital have at- 
tracied the unsuccessful from other 
fields and many of the eriminal out- 
casts of our large cities. Francis L. 
Burton. who is implicated in the loot- 
ing of the Goldfield Bank and Trust 
Company, aia who has been engineer- 
ing one of the biggest mining deals in 
the Lida district, is said to be an ex- 
convict. Alfred A. Borlini, who sev- 
eral years ago appropriated $25,000 of

Bank of San Francieco to his Own 
use, is one of our prominent brokers.

ESPEE GETS HEAVY FUEL OIL AT 
CASMALIA. 


Amalgamated Has Ancther Freak 
Well—Santa Maria Scene of Ac- 
tivity — Union Buys Out J. W. 
Squires—May Get a New Gusher 
Soon. 


— —— 

The Los Angeles gusher, which was 
brought in last week by the Amalga- 
mated Oil Company on the Arturus 
property, has followed the usual course 
of the Salt Lake wells, and now gushes 
no longer. It has sanded up to such 
ah extent that yesterday it was re- 
ported that it would not pump at all, 
much less flow without artificial aid. 

This well is said to have been the 
largest yet found west of the city and 
for twenty-four hours it poured its oil 
in a flood that looked somewhat threat- 
ening for a time. Then it slowed up, 
quit gushing, flowed a little for a time, 
and then settled down to a pumping 
proposition until it sanded up. It will 
now have to be cleaned out, and when 
this is done, if it follows the usual 
habit of wells on the Salt Lake proper- 
ties, it is likely to gush some more for 
a day or two before getting perma- 
nently settled. The geological forma- 
tion and the character of oil at the 
Amalgamated properties seem to com- 
bine to develop freak wells. 

The Amaigamated now has about 
thirty wells and more in course of drill- 
ing. Tanks are being put up from time 
to time, and the appearance of the field 
has greatly changed since the first 
of the year. The pipe line to the city is 
pumping steadily. 

SANTA MARIA BOOMING. 

The center of interest in the oil in- 
dustry for the time being is at Santa 
Maria. While the Standard is grad- 
ually withdrawing from Kern, it is en- 
tering with a rush upon the work of 
capturing the Santa Maria business. It 
is not apparently seeking for wells or 
production, but is consistently follow- 
ing its well-established policy of becom- 
ing the marketer of the output. Miles 
of 8-inch pipe have already been laid. 

The Union's line to Port Harford is/ 
pumping night and day, but the com- 
pany’s own output is more than suffi- 
elent.to test its full capacity, and it 
affords no outlet to other producers. 
Not having any wells of its own to take 
care of the Standard will be able to re- 
lieve the situation. 

The famous Hartnell gusher of the 
Union continues to pour forth about 
6000 barrels a day, and this alone is 
a lot of oi! to store, or to ship by the 
pipe line. Great dams have been 
thrown up to form storage reservoirs. 

The Western Union brought in a big 
well of 800 barrels a day last week. It 
is on the Careaga ranch. The oil! is 
about 25 gravity. 

SANTA MARIA FUBL. 

The Southern Pacific has, after two 
years persistency in the face of many 
discouragements, succeeded in pene- 
trating the thick strata of tar encoun- 
tered, and has finished a well at Cas- 
malia tation, where three other at- 
tempia were made and resuited in fail- 
ure. The oil is an unusually heavy 
grade, of 12 to 14 gravity, and is ex- 
pécted to be an excellent fuel similar to 
the Kern product. The well is said 
to have a capacity of 100 to 150 barreis 
a day, an excellent production for that 
class of oil. 

If the matter of expense in drilling 
can be overcome, this should result.in 
the establishment of a new Santa Bar- 
bara, field, and now that oil has been 
found, sooner or later, this will be 
done. At present these flelds produce 
but a small amount of the best fuel, 
most of the product being a light renn- 
ing oll. By a process taking off the 
lighter properties it can, of course, be 
made more suitable for fuel. It is ad- 
mitted that Santa Barbara oil has come 
into competition in the fuel market to 
some extent. What may be the effects 
of the Espee’s discovery of heavy fuel 
at Casmalia is entirely problematical, 
and a matter beyond the immediate fu- 
ture. Of course, if it develops into a 
substantial field it will furnish a fuel
